On Tuesday, August 23, 2011 a Regular Meeting of the Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) was 
held on the 3 rd floor at 160 N. LaSalle, Chicago, Illinois. 

On Tuesday, August 23, 2011 at approximately 9:30 A.M. the following Board members were 
present: Members Charles Gardner, Eugene Winkler and Joseph Moore. At 9:35 A.M. on 
Tuesday, August 23, 2011, Member Gardner called the meeting to order. Pursuant to Section 
2(c), paragraphs (1), (14) and (21) of the Open Meetings Act and Section 6(d) of the Riverboat 
gambling Act, Member Gardner moved that the Board retire to Closed Session to discuss the 
items listed under Closed Session on today’s agenda and relating to the following subject 
matters: 

1. Personnel matters; 

2. Investigations concerning applicants and licensees; and 

3. Closed session minutes. 

Member Winkler seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by voice 
vote. Chainnan Jaffe entered the Board room at 10:30 A.M. The Board recessed at 11:30 A.M.

PRESENTATION TO THE ILLINOIS GAMING BOARD

Good morning I am here today to update you on a few events that the members of the 
Association have been involved in this year. Those events include the 44th Annual Chicago 
Business Opportunity Fair, the AGA’s Responsible Gaming Education Week August 1-5 and the 
Associations sponsorship and participation in the Illinois State Black Chamber of Commerce 
Convention. 

The 44th Annual Chicago Business Opportunity Fair, organized by the Chicago Minority 
Business Development Council took place at Navy Pier on April 18-20. For the fifth year the 
members of the ICGA sponsored and participated in the events including having a booth at the 
trade show. While I personally was not able to attend this year, the Association was represented 
by our President Rich Faudon and the purchasing staff from the casinos. 

Once again we had tremendous turnout at our booth. I believe numerous contacts were made 
that will help us achieve our efforts to work with diverse vendors. 

Secondly, I would like to update you on the AGA’s Responsible Gaming Education Week. The 
American Gaming Association created Responsible Gaming Week in 1998 to increase awareness 
of problem gambling among gaming employees and customers and to promote responsible 
gaming nationwide. This year the event was held the week of August 1-5, this was the fourteenth 
year for this event. This year the theme was “Know the Odds”. The theme built on last year’s of 
“taking the mystery out of the slot machines”, and focused on educating employees and patrons 
about the odds of all the games available in a casino. 
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The AGA brochure “the house advantage: a Guide to understanding the odds” was the main 
source of information dissemination. 


The infonnation provided again this year by the AGA included media advisory information, 
Responsible Gaming Activities Workbooks, buttons, ribbons, stickers, brochures, posters, and 
table tents for employee lounges. The objective of the campaign is to involve employees in 
activities to promote responsible gaming. Employees are trained to explain to patrons the 
significance of the buttons, stickers or ribbons they are wearing during Responsible Gaming 
Education Week. 

Prior to Responsible Gaming Education Week, management at the casinos provide training to 
staff not only related to the week’s activities, but also as a refresher to the training every 
employee receives related to responsible gaming. 

Although Responsible Gaming Education Week is a special industry-wide collaborative effort, 
we are actively involved in improving responsible gaming efforts every week throughout the 
year. 

Finally, I would like to inform you that the Association for the third year participated in the 
annual Illinois State Black Chamber of Commerce Convention, as a member of the organization. 
This year the conference was held August 10 th and 11 th at the Par-A-Dice Casino and Hotel in 
Peoria. 

I represented the Association at the event including making a brief presentation at one of the 
breakfast functions, having an informational table and participating in the various meetings and 
seminars. I believe the turnout at this year’s conference was significantly higher than the 
previous two I had attended. Once again I believe this was a very worthwhile event and that I 
made numerous contacts that will continue to help us in our recruiting efforts of both employees 
and vendors. 

I would like to thank you for the opportunity to speak today. 

Member Moore commented on the Chicago Diversity Fair that was held at Navy Pier in April, 
2011. He stated that it was a job well done.

He welcomed the 
Board and staff and then went on to introduce Senator Wilhehni whom also addressed the Board. 

Senator Wilhehni welcomed the Board and staff and expressed his gratitude to Harrah’s Joliet 
for the economic growth of the City of Joliet. He commented on the top notch facility of 
Harrah’s Joliet; having employed hundreds of residents in the Joliet area. 
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Tom Thanas, Joliet City Manager introduced the Mayor of Joliet, Tom Giarrante. 

Mayor Giarrante addressed the Board and commended Harrah’s Joliet on being a wonderful 
business partner, great corporate citizen and having a strong commitment to a diversified work 
force. He also thanked the Board on having such a strong opposition to the new gaming 
expansion bill.
